weekend drills by small groups through- 
out the year, this wili be ine eariiest 
opening of the entire camp in several 
years when the first contingent arrives 
an May 31St. 

A total of 25,311 guardsmen will use 
the camp's facilities this summer, Col. 
Rutkowski said, with the largest group, 
totaling 11,832 from Indiana using the 
sprawling confines from August 2nd 
through the 16th. 

The first encampment from May 31 to 
June 14 will be a combination of Ohio 


and Michigan Guardsmen with a total 
strength of 1.807. 

The period of June 14-28. Ohio and 
Michigan will again join forces with 
5.740 using the camp's complex. 


From July 12-29. the rest of the 
Michigan Guard personnel with a 


strength of 4.675 will undergo their two 
weeks in the field. 

Moving in on August 2nd inrough the 
16th. 11.832 Hoosiers. the largest of the 
encampmenis. will be here for their two 
week trainitig period. 

Overlaping the Indiana training per- 
iod. 747 Guardsmen from Ohio will use 
the facilities from August 9-23. 

Winding up the summer activities at 
the camp, a combined force of 510 U.S. 
Army Reservists from Michigan and 
Indiana will be here during August 
17-30. 


AuSable Group Commends Grayling Township

The AuSable River Watershed Study 
Council highly commended Grayling 
township for their AuSable River refuse 
control plan. At their meeting Tuesday. 
Mav 20. The council uraed the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, Canoe 
Livery Associations. Trout Unlimited 
and all the other interested organiza- 
tions to cooperate fully in the imple- 
mentation of the program to control the 
litter problem on the Main Stream. 

The Watershed Council further hopes 
that a similar program will be developed 
for the South Branch Township. 

The Grayling Towastiip portion of ihe 
AuSable River refuse contro! plan is 
scheduled to go into effect June 1 and 
run through September according to 
Bernard Fowler, Township Supervisor. 

The plan calls for the placement of 
refuse containers at fifteen different 
locations along the Mainstream. Fowler 
is asking assistance in refuse pickup 
from the Department of Natural Re- 
sources. Trout Unlimited, County Park 
Commission, and Canoe Liveries As- 
sociation. 

The township will place green refuse 
boxes at the sites they will service. They

are there for the use of canoeists, 
fishermen and other river users. Fowler 
emphasized the containers were not to 
pe used for household refuse. The 
township has containers for household 
use already in service. 


Ihe Department of Naturai Resources 
will be asked to continue the pickup of 
refuse at fishing sites and campgrounds 
under their control presently. 

The AuSable River Watershed Study 
Council is deeply concerned about the 
two devastating forest fires which 
occurred the afternoon and evening of 
May 10. 

There is ample evidence that these 
fires occurred because of military 
activities of the national guard. There is 
also ample evidence that the fire hazard 
rating on the day the fires occurred were 
so severe that only reasonable judg- 
ment should have ruled the stopping of 
such fire starting action. 


The Council believes that it is 
imperative that effective control of fire 
creating military action must be under- 
taken if such adverse circumstances are 
to be prevented and requesis action 
from the Governor of the State of 
Michigan.

Kirtland’s Nesting S Sites 
To Be Closed By DNR 


LANSING _In- cooperation 
with the National Forest Ser- 
vice, the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources is closing 
six areas where Kirtland’s warb- 
lers nest in northeastern Lower 
Michigan. 

“These small birds become 
disturbed by human intrusion 
into nesting areas,” says John 
Byelich, DNA wildlife habitat 
biologist. “Therefore, we are 
closing the active nesting areas 
to the public.” 

The areas have been posted 
and will remain closed uniil 
August 15 although guided 
fours through the nesting sites 
will be offered by the DNR and 
Forest Service from May 17 to 
July 1.

Daily tours to spot the 
Kirtland’s warbler, an officially 
designated endangered species. 
can be arranged through the 
Department of Natural Resourc- 
es’ Field Office located in the 
old hatchery building in Gray- 
fing and Unuuyh ihe Cistiici 
Ranger's office of the Forest 
Service in Mio. 

There are only 167 known 
nesting pairs of the Kirtland’s 
warbler in the world and the bird 
raises its young only in Michi- 
gan. it winters in the Bahama 
Islands. 

In addition to the six state- 
owned areas being closed, the 
National Forest Service will 
close three nesting sites located 
on Federal property. 

Recent forest fires in the 
vicinity, reports Byelich, have 
not affected the Kirtland’s warb- 
ler range. “In fact,” he says, 
“the fires will create additional 
nesting habitat for the birds in 
about seven years when jack 
pine seeds, released by the 
fire's heat, have a chance to 
grow.” 
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Property Tax Relief

1, You must file a Michigan Homestead Property Crean form 
by June 30. 

2. The maximum refund ts $500 00 

3. If you already receive arefund. any increase in your property 
taxes will be refunded (up to $500.00). 

Other similar property tax relief provisions have been written 
into the tax laws for disabled veterans. blind or disabled persons.

Remarriage After Divorce 

There is much confusion in 
Christian circles concerning the 
remarriage of divorced persons. 
Some believe divorce is never 
possible, not even lo speak of 
remarriage. Others believe di- 
vorce is possible, out remar- 
riage is never possible as iong 
as the partner lives. Still others 
believe only the innocent party 
has the right to remarry. We 
hold alt of these positions to be 
contrary to the Bible, and based 
upon misinterpretation of a few 
isolated texts. 

The Pharisees asked Jesus 
what ground or cause would 
give man a basis for divorce, 
Matthew 19:3. After Jesus gave 
them the perfect will of God for 
every marriage, Matthew 19:4-6, 
He then explained why divorce 
was instituted under the Old 
Testament law, Matthow 19:7,8. 
He concluded by giving them 
the only basis for divorce in the 
New Testament era, namely sex 
sin outside of marriage. Mat- 
thew 19:9. He said that divorce 
on any other basis leads to 
adultery. 

Scriptural divorce frees both 
parties and gives both the guilty 
and innocent the right of 
remarriage. The divorced wo- 
man of Deuteronomy 24:1 is the 
guilty party, yet in the next 
verse she is told that “...she 
may go and be another man’s 
wife.” The right of divorce al- 
ways carried with it the right of 
remarriage. The only Bible res- 
triction on remarriage 
divorce is remarriage to each 
other again, Deut. 24:3,4. 

It is not asin for a scripturally 
divorced person to remarry 
someone else. “Art thou bound 
(married) unto a wife (married 
partner)? seek not to be loosed. 
(divorced) Art thou loosed (di- 
vorced) from a wife? seek not a 
wife. But and if thou marry, 
thou hast not sinned...” 1 
Corinthians 7:27-28a. 

Sexual needs is one motiva- 
tion for scripturally divorced 
persons to seek remarriage. 
“Nevertheless, to avoid fornica- 
tion, let every man have his own 
wife, and let every woman have 
her own husband.” | Cor 7:2. 
Divorced persons have as much 
need to avoid sex sin as other 
single persons. How does God 
plan for them to handle sexual 
needs? “But if they cannot 
contain, let them marry, for it is 
better to marry than to burn." | 
Cor 7:9. God says it is better to 
marry than to burn in sexual 
lusts and desires. God designed 
man and woman for marriage

Dr. Robert Mcintosh, Michi- 

gan State University Extension 
Tourist Specialist predicts a 
good tourist summer. Motel 
operators were told this at two 
meetings held in Grayling and 
Houghton Lake recently. 

Mcintosh predicted an in- 
crease in travel over 1974. There 
is no informal supply control 
like early 1974. The price of 
gasoline has not increased a 
great deat over last year. 

He is not wearing rose 
colored glasses, however tour- 
ists witl be more rate and value 
conscious he claims. Prices of 
everything has gone up. Tour- 
ists will pay higher prices but 
will be looking for highest value 
for their money. 

Tourist business will need 
more and better saies promo- 
tion to meei the competition. 
Michigan has strong competi- 
tion from the south and Canada. 

Mcintosh believes tourists 
will be looking for more “pack- 
ages." He stated those who 
have only sleeping accommo- 
dations might wen coopérale 
with a restaurant to sell a 
package of sleeping and food 
for a festival like tip-up-town, 
mushroom festival or other 
activity. Packages permit the 
tourist to know what the price 
will be. Package orices are less 
than what the componants pur- 
chased separately. 

Michigan ranks second only 
to California in outdoor recrea- 
tion. Michigan ranks seventh in

The day after one of our ships was 
missing, U.S. Senator James Buckley 
was on TV urging a_ “clinical 
bombing” of Cambodia. 

Clinical? Most viewers probably 
that adjective slide by without qu 
tion. After all, Sen Buckley is the 
brother of William Buckley, the 
erudite columnist and TV personality 
who is always saying things no one 
understands. But he looks fearfully 
intelligent while he says them and 
Johnny Carson genuflects at every 
apostrophe. If William Buckley’s 
brother says a bomb can be clinical, 
most people are going to figure he 
knows what he is talking about, evef: 
if he is a senator. 

But | have a sticky ear, probably the 
result of an early boxing by my 
parents who hoped | would grow up 
to invent the electric fight. (If you 
don’t understand this paragraph, you 
never saw Mickey Rooney sell 
sandwiches in a railroad car. William 
Buckley isn’t the only erudite colum- 
nist.) 

Anyway, “clinical” created a clog in 
my ear. Just what in heil is a clinical 
bomb? 

My immediate reaction was that it 
is a contradiction in terms. Bombs 
destroy; clinics repair. 

An anti-tank missile is aimed at a 
tank. A clinical bomb might be 
aimed at aclinic, further maiming the 
wounded, killing the sick, and 
creating hopeless havoc in Book- 
keeping where the extent of Blue 
Cross-Biue Shield coverage would 
have to be determined in triplicate 
while the clinical bombs fell. All is 
fair in war. (All used to be fair in love, 
too, but that was before the toupee 
and the padded bra.)

Nothing personal, please 


After wading through al! the medical 


definitions of clinical, | discovered 
this possibility: to be clinical also 
means to be “highly objective.” And, 
a few pages over, it said to be 
objective is to be “uninfluenced by 
emotion or personal prejudice.” 

That must be what Sen Buckley 
means. 

The U.S.-should be cool when it 
drops the bombs on Cambodia. Not 
angry; not happy. No emotion at aif. 
Nothing personal. Think of strategic 
targets, not soft people. 

If that's his idea, Sen Buckley has 
not suggested anything new. That’s 
iow We bombed in Vietnam. And 
that's how we bombed in Cambodia 
the first time, remember? 

in fact, the Pentagon and the White 
House were so unemotional about 
the earlier bombing of Cambodia, 
they were comatose. Nixon and the 
generals thought the bombing was 
such an unexciting nonevent it really 
wasn't worth talking about. Those 
clinical bombs dropped for a year and 
the people paying for them didn’t 
know about it. Neither did most of 
Congress. Not even the Secretary of 
the Air Force knew what his planes 
were doing. That's clinical cool, man. 

Sen Buckley is not asking too 
much. It is easy to be clinical from 
behind a cloud,. or from behind a 
desk. Just push the button and tly 
away to cocktaif hour. No emotional 
involvement. Clinical bombing is 
something like kissing your ugly 
cousin: peck and run and forget it. 


Down on the ground with the 
cousins, of course, it’s a little more 
difficult not to become emotionally 
involved. A clinical bomb might 
destroy your home, Kill your child, or 
blow off your jeg. Nothing personal, 
of course, but it’s hard not to cry.

The natural reaction 


Milliken's appointment of Lawrence 
B. Lindemer 10 the Michigan Supreme 
Court, is that the selection was 
Strictly political, through and through. 

After all, Larry Lindemer has 
carried the Republican Party’s water 
for something like 25 years. He was 
Republican state chairman back in 
the not-so-good-old-days (from a 
Republican standpoint) when former 
Gov. G. Mennen Williams as the 
Democratic champion was knocking 
over every Republican candidate in 
sight. Williams and Lindemer will be 
colleagues on the state Supreme 
Court now, by the way. ; 

Larry Lindemer has been on tap 
whenever anything had to be done for 
the Republican Party in Michigan. 
His attitude has been sort of “if you 
need anything, just cali.” And many 
Republican leaders did just that, 
Bagwell, Romney, Ford, Rockefeller, 
Milliken. 

Just lately when Lt. Gov. Jim 
Damman got into hot water on his 
past record as acity official, it was to 
Lindemer that Gov. Milliken turned 
when he wanted good, sound service 
and on short notice. 

Larry Lindemer has earned his 
political spurs. He has worked hard 
and long and often for the party of his 
choice. And he has been rewarded in 
the past for his effords —appointment 
as a University of Michigan Regent is 
one example. 

Lindemer had no prior claim to the 
court appointment due to past party 
service alone: he has been chosen 
before for other things. 

Even so, isn't Lindemer's appoint- 
ment to the Michigan Supreme Court 
a political one? Not necessarily.

To the Editor: 
There are many complex 
Solutions to rising crime rates 
but the Grayling City Council 


recently went out of its way to 


auiive at a simplistic solution 
that won't work. 


The Council voted to support 
a ban on handguns. 

Perhaps the action was based 
on the request of the Michigan 


-Commission..on Criminal Jus- 


Uce to 2,500 individuals and 
groups. One of the questions 
was regarding gun control. 

it should be pointed out that 
these letters requesting opin- 
ions did not go to the two 
groups in the state which repre- 
sent more firearms owners than 
any others. 

Sornehow the commission 
did not solicit reaction from the 
Michigan United Conservation 
Clubs of which the Grayling 
Sportsmen's Club is a member 
or the Michigan Rifle and 
Pistols Clubs. these two or- 
ganizations represent more than 
100,000 firearms owners. 

The Grayling City Council 
failed to recognize that its views 
on firearms did not represent 
the views of its constitutents. It 
arbitrarily decided it knew what 
was best for everyone on the 
Subject al firearms, 

\t decided to support a ban on 
handguns, overlooking or ig- 
Rong ihe state and federat 
constitutional guarantees of 
firearms ownership. 

Would the handgun ban be 
enacted via the confiscation 
route? Did the- council realize 
that the handgun confiscation 
ban bill in the Legislature this 
year has as little chance of 
Passage as it did last year? 
What about the constitutional 
1aises? 
Would handgun owners be 
paid? At what cost? Where 
would the funds be found tor 
this? 

Are not privately possessed 
handguns a crime deterrent that 
is difficult to measure? Should 


- residents whose guns are taken

put up signs on their homes to 
fet criminais know they are 
unarmed? 

Would criminais support the 
handgun ban and promptly turn 
in their Wlicit arms? 

There are adequate gun-con- 
trol laws in existence—about 
20,000 of them nationwide. 
Michigan has had a strict law 
regarding: handgutrg-since:-1927. 

lf the council had expertise or 
even Convmon - sense. regarding 
firearms, it might better have 
suggested that courts and pros- 
ecutors use the existing gun 
laws 43 punistunent aid deter 
rents to crime instead of taking 
the approach that a new law is 
required. Even though current 
laws are not tully used. 

{t might have suggested that 
plea bargaining and early pa- 
roles for violent criminals were 
exercises in stupidity. 

It might have suggested that 
because prosecutors and judges 
have failed to make full use of 
current gun laws that the 
Legislature might pass one of 
five bills to institute mandatory 
penalties tor those convicted of 
using firearms in the commis- 
sion of felonies or attempts to 
commit felonies. 

The council might have rea- 
iized there is more to gain by 
divecting attention to criminal 
misuse of firearms, not harass- 
ment of law-abiding gun own- 
ers. 

The 18th Amendment to the 
Constitution which brought us 
Prohibition should make it 
evident that a popular consti- 
tutional right as the one to own 
firearms should not be dealt 
with lightly. 

If the council recommends 
confiscation of handguns does 
it also recommend that authori- 
ties go into private homes to 
take the guns of the law-abiding 
citizens — the only citizens who 
migintt be expected to obey a 
new law? 

There are about two million or 
more handguns in the state, an 
estimated half-million of them 
illegally owned in the city of 
Detroit. 

Last year the former head of 
the Michigan State Police point- 
ed out that only 1/100 of 1 per 
cent of legally owned handguns 
are ever used in the commission 
of crime. 

The U.S. Attorney General 
recently said the latest Justice 
Departinent figures on serious 
crime showed that in 1974 there 
was a 1/ per ceni increase, the 
largest increase since 1960. He 
attributed the increase to “a 
dismal faiture on the part of our 
system of criminal justice.” He 
further noted that only a small 
percentage of those arrested for 
felonies are convicted for those 
offenses. 

It's time for “judge contro 
not confiscatory new gun con-

trol. 
We would hope that the next 
time the council receives a 


question about firearms it goes 
to the people, especially those 
who own firearms. 

We could tet them know our 
feelings on the subject. Or we 


could — and we shall — let 
them know our feelings on 
election day!!!

Even motorcycles were racing 
around In the project the other 
night. This is absolutely un- 
called for. There are many 
streets and other areas for bike 
tiding. Please see inat your 
children do not come into the 
elderly section of the housing 
so that our older senior citizens 
can enjoy the evenings walking 
around visiting from unit to unit 
without fear. 

Nobody really wants to get 
old but when you think of the 
alternative, it's not bad and if 
you are lucky - you will be old 
too. 

Let's help them feel secure 
and safe in and around their 
little units and enjoy the fresh 
air anytime of the day or 
evening.
